."I was born In the. State of Wa'ab- 


!,ngton and lived, with my mother .until 
i«he died. Then I went to live with my 
Ulster In Loa'Angeles. In 1006 we camo 
!to New York, where by sister took 
iapartments In the Ansonia. I flrot met 
.Etokcs; at my sister's apartments. I 
was never' formally IntroAuced to him. 
I was iplaylng tho piano on that occas- 
ion and he came over to me.' He said. 
"'My child, .you play wonderfully 


well.' 


"After that I was familiar with him. 


and he came to see me often." 


Attorney Jordan for the defense then 


showed the ylrl's bankbook to show 
that she received 
money from 
her 


mother's estate' and that Stokes was 
not supporting her. Miss Graham con- 
tinued: 


"I told Stokoa that I dlfln't have'too 


much money and asked him what to do. 
He told, me not to go on tho stage. 
because I was 'too good a girl.' 


"I often, met Stokes until 1907 when 
I left New York as a member of a 
musical comedy. 
While we were In 


Memphis Stokes- sent me- a message 
asking mo to visit his stock farm near 
Lexington, Ky.,.and that he was Imvlne- 
other-guests. I went' but found; only 
Stokes and a negro servant. 
There 


were no guests. I was shocked. '"We 
took a drive and when we returned 
there were still no guests, I was alarm- 
ed. I asked Stokes where the gucats 
were and he evaded my question. Thxs 
negro servant then left and we were 
alone." 


Stokes testlfled at the trial that he 


was firullty of no Improper conduct to- 
wards Mlas Graham until he had sc- 
oured documentary proof that she was 
not Innocent.

J^udge Elberl: H. Gary, Chairman of 


the Executive Committee and executive 
head of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, was the star witness before 
,the .Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce at "Washington, yesterday. 
.He reiterated his recommendations for 
the creation of a Federal Corporation. 
Commission, the licensing1 of all cor-: 
porattons, the regulation of their agree- 
ments and consolidations, and complete 
publicity of cheir affairs. 
' He admitted that the Steel Corpora- 
tion could undersell any of its 200 
competitors, who do 50 per cent of the 
.domestic business, because of the great 
.er economies of production;" but he saUI 
that it aimed at maintaining: fair prices 
and./air competition, instead oC "cut- 
throat methods" that ultimately drive 
the.',,smaller concerns to bankruptcy. 
.The-Hill ore lease is to be canceled be- 
cause. It has been-criticised by the De- 
pa^tment of Commerce and !Labor, and 
also'; at the hearings before the Stanley 
committee, said Judge Gary. 


He. urged a Federal Commission 


authorized to consider management, 
character and exten t of corporations 
and to permit certain pooling; arrange- 
ments when conditions, \varranted. 


'.'No-corporation can reach a perman- 


ent ^success in this country unless it is 
Billing to. recognize at all times tho 
public.Interest and welfare," said Mr.

•firms .must be given some means of 
knowing- what Is an "unreasonable re- 
Btralnt of trade" before they.take any 
steps that might make them liable to 
Federal prosecution. 


"I would ha've the law explicit," said

be permitted. Such agreements, ap- 
proved by the commission,' and made 
with -*ull- publicity, would be-in the 
public1' Interest, preventing

"Xo corporation has the right to ob-
